A NEEDED BILL. 
A bill will be put before 
til«' next legislature asking that all legal notices 
now required to be posted in three prominent place* 
be required to be published in the local newspapers 
instead. 
At first this does not seem a> important

For 
instance, it occurred in Comanche county that a cer­ 
tain p iece of land was to be sold by decree and the 
tru stee did not want much publicity so his partner 
in the deal could buy in the land without paying 
what it was worth.

¡rould seo them and pulled off the sale according j vote of a state.

A worthy business man of Dub­ 
lin proposes the establishment of a 
unique plan'tor raising cats. 
Editor Telephone; 
i am con­ 
templating organizing a company 
for the purpose of starting a eat 
ranch, tilt* cats to hr killed tor 
their fur. The ranch will he locat­ 
ed near Dublin. 
To start with we will 
collect 
1,000,000 cats. 
Each cat will av­ 
erage 12 kittens per year. 
The 
skins sell from 10c each for the 
white ones to 75c for the pure 
black. This will give us 12,000,000 
skins per year, which, at an aver­ 
age of HOe each, will make our rev­ 
enue about $10,000 per day gross. 
A man can skin 50 cats per day 
for $2.00. 
It will take about 100 
men to operate the 
ranch, and 
therefore the net profit will be 
about $0,800 per day. 
We will 
feed the cats on rats, and will 
start a rat ranch next door. The 
rats will multiply four times as 
fast as the cats; therefore, if we 
start with 1,000,000 rats, we will 
have 4 rats per day for each cat. 
which is a plenty. 
Then we will feed the rats on the 
carcasses of the cats, from which 
the skins have been taken, giving 
each rat a quarter of a cat.

will thus be seen that the ranch 
will be self sustaining.
